mas Butler by reaſon of extreeme poucrtic, is farre vnable to compaſſe the chardge 
of getting out the ſaide Seale, Therefoze theſe are to requeſt you, and cuery one 


of you, to whome theſe pꝛeſentes ſhall come, that vou rcade and publiſh this in your 
Churches, and other places of aſſemblics, moouing the people to extend their bene⸗ 
uolence and charitie vpon this poozc man, that he may the better be able to obtaine 
his ſayd requeſt. And this pꝛeſent writing to continue fox the ſpace ot one whole 
pere next enſuing after the date hercof. In witneſſe whereof: I haue ſet tomy hand 
and Sealc the xv. of September in the xxvui.yere ot her Maueſties moſt gracious
